THE HAJIM COMES. 


A much respected friend of Tho 


Courier objected to the use in tbe 
news columns a few days ago of the 
statement by a Slav coke worker -who 
had expressed the belief that the 
strike now on in tho coke region had 
b&e-n caused by prohibition. The ob- 
jection was that tho use ot such a 
statement, even if correctly reported, 
would have tbe effect o! harming the 
cause of prohibition.
